two cents a pound on the better 
grade of stemming stock. 
It is estimated that the total 
amount to be distributed to the 
armers by this order will be over 
me-half million dollars and that 
the total amount paid out to farm- 
ers by the pool when this distribu-

nearly $2,000,000. 


By this distribution the growers

and 9 cents a pound, according to

Miss H. Fern Peck AMs 


Farmers To Get Profit- 


able Crops 


A most interesting and unusual 


job is that of Miss H. Pern Peck, 
state seed analyst in the depart- 
ment of agriculture of "Nebraska 
university. 
The work in, this de- 


partment is to test seeds and to aid 
the farmers in securing profitable 
crops. It aeerhs that Nebraska has 
a good seed law 'and it is part of 
Miss Peck's jtfb to help 
enforce 
this law. It has many requirements 
—among them one that demanda a 
label giving much, information such 
as the name of the seed, the per- 
centage of pure seeds in the pack- 
age, the percentage of weed seeds, 
other crop seeds and any inert mat 
ter."It is a 'picky' job*" says Miss 
Peck. "We pick and pick for days, 
after weighing out a 
sample of 


seed, we pick the weed seed out of 
the 
crop seed, then we pick the 


various kind of weed seed found 
and place them in their own piles; 
next we pick each pile over and 
count them, then 
the 
seeds are 


picked over three times in making 
agermination test." 
Some man once said it waa just 


the kind of work suited to women 
and Miss Peck agrees with him. 
for she believes- that few men have 
the patience -to do it. 
; 
Most of the seed tested by Miss 


Peck in her laboratories -is normal 
but the extraordinary condition! 
are the ones where she is of mps' 
service in detecting and preventing 
the farmer from planting and there 
fore suffering a loss in labor, seec 
and the crop.

When Mr. Smith recently.appeared be- 
fore the finance committee on' the ap- 
propriation for the prohibition depart- 
ment he was asked by Senator Huber: 


"Is there much complaint coming to

To which Mr. Smith replied: 
"I don,'t believe that there have been 


over half a dozen complaints come to 
my office and those were to find out who 
gave us the information, not that they 
objected to the search." 


As a matter of fact, this talk about 


the "sanctity of the home" is coming 
from sources that WANT TO PROFIT

The Sachtjen bill, if passed, will prac- 


tically riddle the Severson law in this 
state. It will open the state to 9, flood 
of moonshine and bootlegging. 
The 


Sachtjen measure takes the teeth out of 
the Severson law and- it makes more 
difficult than ever (it is hard enough 
now) to get a conviction. Word has 
come to The Capital Times that a judge 
of high standing in this state says that 
it will be practically impossible to deal 
with the moonshine and bootlegging sec- 
tion in this state if the Sachtjen bill is 
passed. 


Under the Sachtjen bill a bartender 


can live in a saloon building and that 
will make the licensed saloons immune 
from invasion except by warrant. 
Un- 


der the Sachtjen bill the name of the 
complainant must be stated in the war- 
rant. How many people in Madison 
would be willing to take chances on mak- 
ing complaint against Italians in this 
city. Warrants must be served in the 
daytime and must be served within five 
days. The whole purpose of the Sacht- 
jen bill is to weaken enforcement. The 
bill makes things easy for the moon- 
shiner and hard for the enforcement of- 
ficials. 


The Severson law 'has been a good law. 


No injustices, of any consequence,- have 
been done under it. The Saverson law 
only injures those who are in the busi- 
ness of making liquor for PROFIT. It 
loes not touch the home owner who 
makes his dandelion and grape wine for 
his own consumption.

[To The ^ditor]—I notice in your issue of 


March 30 a letter from James R- Anderson of 
Mount Hoveb, opposing the Grimstad bill. 


I do not believe Mr. Anderson when writing 


the letter took into consideration all the pro- 
visions of the Grimstad bill. He states that his. 
level land is assessed at 519,000, and thir.ks 
that he will have to pay an extra tax of one 
percent on the value of his land over and 
above 510,000. As a matter of fact, however, 
Mr. Anderson will not have to pay any extra 
tax as a result of the Grimstad bill. This, bill 
expressly provides that fertility as well is im- 
provements, are exempted from 
the 
surtax. 


This- fertility is fixed by the bill at half the 
value of the land exclusive of improvements. 
In Mr. Anderson's case, the value of the land 
being $19,000, hip. soil fertility is fixed at 
$9,500. Thus Mr. Anderson will have a flat ex- 
emption of $10,000 and soil fertility exemption 
of $9,500, and, therefore, he will 'be relieved 
from any tax under this bill. 


•Not only will Mr. Anderson and other work- 


ing farmers like he be exempt from the extra 
tax, but they will actually have their taxes re- 
duced as a result o£ the operation of the Grim- 
stad bill. It is estimated that persons owning 
over $10,000 worth of land values will, under 
this bill, pay about $3,000,000 in taxes. In that 
event, of course, the farmers of this state, 
like Mr. Anderson, having less than 510,000 
minus fertility, will be relieved of that much 
taxes which they otherwise have to pay. 
It 


has, moreover, been figured that less than five 


I percent of the farmers of this state will come 


under this surtax and that the latter will al- 
most entirely fall on the owners of valuable 
and in cities like Milwaukee, Madison 
and 


others. 


Mr. Anderson and other working farmers in 


this state.'should und-erstand that the Grimstad 
nil was drafted with the. purpose of helping 
their kind and not of hurting them. The bill is) 
aimed at persons who make a business of buy- 
ng up land for speculation, a practice that is 
making land dear and, therefore, hard for per- 


ons of small means to get. -If land continues 
to go up in price for the next 25 years as it 
las during- the quarter of a century just pass- 
ed, then how .are our children ever to become 
independent, home owning farmers? And if 
the common people of future generations are 
shut off from that great boon, then what will 
happen is that after a generation or so our 
farmers will practically all be renters and 
their landlords will live in the cities as was 
the case in most European countries 
before 


the war. And in the meantime, while this de- 
plorable state ( of affairs is , developing the 
whole country will feel the effect. 
Inflated 


land values will naturally result in the pro- 
ducing classes in other occupations finding it 
harder and harder to get along. Markets will 
be getting poorer in spite of ^he efforts of 
farmers, cooperative organizations and 
the 


state to bolster them up and as a result the 
country will find itself in very bad straits. Dis- 
content will 'spread rapidly and the country 
will soon become a prey to revolutionary agit- 
ations -which are upsetting a number of Euro- 
pean states. It is to prevent such dire happen- 
ings as well as to relieve the working farmec 
from part of his burden of taxation that the 
Grimstad bill and similar measures are de- 
vised.
